The potato crop where properly 


sprayed withstood the intense, heat 
but cooled weather and additional 
rains are needed i'or later crops, it 
was reported. 


It was further stated that hot, dry 


weather is retarding ths apple crop, 
though some damage from hail and 
russeting is reported, the crop 
is 


generally clean. Peaches are prom- 
ising and the latter part of 
next 


week will probably see the conclu- 
sion of the cherry harvest.

Walt Disney, having become a 
corporation a few months ago, is 
now going to shoot $2,000,000 on 
straight fantasy. This will not be 
an entirely novel corporate prac­ 
tice. Loaning our vast business sur­ 
plus to busted Europe so that it 
cculd go swiftly back into competi­ 
tion with American industry and set 
up a new stuck-up economy—that 
was rather quaint, and ehamingly 
irrational. So also were the mag­ 
ical goings on of our late boom years 
when 
a 
couple 
of white 
chips 
became 
a 
coach-and-four—-until 
the 
clock 
struck 
twelve. 
W ere 
afraid Mr. Disney is going to find 
himself in some pretty fast com­ 
pany. 
But we think, as we have always 
thought, that Walt Disney is en­ 
listed on • the side of the angels. 
We ask indulgence Jor a brief cut­ 
back here. The world issue today is 
one between reason and magic, but 
evil magis, as it happens. The Nazi 
racial goofiness, their hook-up with 
the rheumy-eyed old gods cf the 
mountain top, there blood lust, their 
re-establishment of the decrees of 
the Wittenagemot. which were or­ 
iginally established by long-range 
yelling contests—all this is conjure 
stuff and it has had enough poten­ 
cy to jar the whole world, clear 
down to its insteps. 
The film started back in 1914. 
Right about here Is where the Un­ 
ited . States Marines ought to be 
coming. But won t he they. It will be 
Mickey Mouse, instead, and that 
isn't as silly as it sounds. The plot 


becomes clear. Civiliazation has on 
its side a powerful Merlin who can 
release valiant little sprites from an 
ink 
bottle. He can oppose 
good 
magic against evil magic. There is 
no quarrel between humane magic 
and reason. Mickey Mouse, as I un­ 
derstand it, will be the chief pro­ 
tagonist 
of the benign 
wizardry 
which will make everything come 
out all right in the end. I believe 
the best of the Disney troupe will 
remain their old charming selves 
with whom the rest oi us, who don't 
feel any too magical, may iind sym- 
patheic identification. 
It is possible that Walt Disney 
may conjure up magic more power­ 
ful than that of Germany’s Dr. 
Bergius and Dr. Bosch. The prin­ 
cess 
was 
moaning 
about 
a 
red 
dragon squatting at 
her chamber 
door and the savage lords of other 
kingdoms closing in on her palace, 
when 
these two 
Rumpelstilskins 
conjured her knitting needles into 
guns and her beans into bullets. 
But they had neither the hu­ 
manity nor the humility of true 
scientists. Their magic was black 
magic. It beckoned Germany back 
into the dark jungles of savagery, 
and whenever a scientist passed a 
miracle, a politician got up some 
preposterous 
pseudo-philosophical 
mumbo-jumbo to go with it. 
Maude Adams proved that people 
fervently wish to believe in good 
and in benign forces which can 
undo evil. It is important tiiat they 
really do believe, because if they 
don't, these powers will not tri­ 


umph. Walt Disney’s magic is one 
of the most effective appeals to be­ 
lief in our world today. His fantasy 
—and at $2,000.000 it 
ls cheap at 
the price—brings through as the 
winners, valor, humor, kindness, and 
above all. a spirited sock at what­ 
ever you're up against, regardless 
of 
ringside 
disparity 
in 
weight, 
reach and bicep measurements. 
There is no indication that Walt 
Disney will put Mickey Mouse in 
a uniform and have him knock the 
spots out of the Nazis, His films will 
not be that kind of propaganda. 
However, they mast be, as always, 
propaganda for chivalry, humor and 
a sporting chance for the under­ 
do« That doe , indeed .sound like 
fantasy in the wor-d of today— 
and more power to it. We send in 
our 
best 
brand of 
home-brewed 
magic against the jungle tom-tom 
magic of the Nazis.

COLUMBUS, O . Aug. 1 — Former 
Gov. George White today joined the 
ranks of Democrats who will sup­ 
port Wendell L. Willkie for presi­ 
dent. 
White said he supported Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt for a second term 
in 1936 “with mental reservations,” 
but this year, as a believer in a free 
democracy, he could not bring him ­ 
self to support the president for a 
third term. 
Although he was a delegate to 
the Chicago convention where he 
cast half a vote for Roosevelt s 
third term nomination. White said 
he placed conscience abo\e con­ 
sistency. and added that “many oth­ 
er delegates feel the same way I do. 
White is the first prominent Ohio 
Democrat to announce his support 
of Willkie, 
His statement followed 
closely the announcement that for­ 
mer Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New 
York, who “took a walk ’ in 1936, 
also would support the Republican 
presidential nominee this year 
"In 1932 I believed in Mr. Roose­ 
velt and wholeheartedly co-oper­ 
ated with him. 
"As governor of Ohio. I actively 
co-operated with President Roose­ 
velt and the New Deal on an emer­ 
gency basis. 
“In 1936 I supported and voted 
for the president for a second term 
with mental reservations, fearing he 
would make the emergency perma­ 
nent. 
"But now. as an Amerit an. believ­ 
ing in a free democracy, I cannot 
bring myself to vote for President 
Roosevelt for a third term. 
"As a Jeffersonian I> mocrar, I 
can and will vote for Wendell Will­ 
kie. 
"If. in so doing, I am inconsistent 
with the vote of the Ohio delegation 
in the Chicago convention, I can 
only say that I hold conscience 
above consistency, especially after 
the manner in which the third term 
nomination was put over. 
Many 
other delegates feel the same way 
I do.’'

yelling contests—all this is conjure 
stuff nnd it has had enough poten- 
cy to jar the whole world, clear

The film started back in 1914.

19313 I supported and voted 


for the president for a second term 
with mental reservations, fearing he 
would make the emergency perma- 
nent. 
"But now, as an American, believ- 


ing in a free democracy, I cannot 
bring myself to vote for President 
Roosevelt for a third term. 
- , 


"As a Jeffersonlan Democrat, I 


can and will vote for Wendell WiU- 
kie."If, in so doing, I am inconsistent 
with the vote of the Ohio delegation 
in the Chicago convention, I can 
only say that I hold conscience 
above consistency, especially after 
the manner in which the third term 
nomination was put over.

other delegates feel the same way

The council said 1040 more 
persons were killed in the first six 
toonth- of 1940 as compared with 
last year. 
“Although the basic reasons are 
psychological rather than physical 
and cannot be adequately measured 
by accident reports,” the council 
stated, “the nation’s traffic habits 
reflect an attitude of recklessness, 
pre-occupation 
and 
confusion 
of 
values growing out of the war in 
Europe “

trouble isn't likely Ho be dangerous, 
but even these ca:° be serious at 
times. So, if a -woman places her- 
self in the hands o' 
1 her physician, 


the first thing he v.-ill do is exam- 
ine her ' for any conditions that 
might lead to illnos,; 
He may ad- 


vise that diseased torslls or infected 
teeth be removed. 


Another cause of prematurity is 


abnormality or disease in the region 
of the gential tract. 
Here apaln, 


medical attention during the early 
weeks of pregnancy 
will 
usually 


avoid such trouble. 
: 


Nature seems to have a law i-hat 


when something happens during 
pregnancy which hrf-ms the baby, 
then the child is cfcpellcd. 
Acci- 


dental abortions are often found to 
be abnormal babies. The same rule 
extends to miscarriages and prema- 
ture deliveries. 
Consequently, if a 


pregnant mother develops some dis- 
ease that spreads to the child she 
is enrrylng\ there is danger of pre- j 
maturity. 
However, a doctor can 


often prevent any Disease that at- 
tacks her from harming; the baby 
and can see that shn carries It full 
term and delivers it safely. 
For 


instance, if a mother has syphilis 
there is a strong chance the child 
will become Infected, but with the. 


treatment the mother success- 


fully bears a lull-time baby without 
syphilis. 


Premature babies seem to occur 


more frequently in women having 
their firs't child. This is especially 
true in cases of women who arc 


, older than the usual age 
before 


i they have their first birth. Wrong 
diet will cause prematurity. Plav- 
ing a second baby too soon after the 
first is another cause, and overwork 
and worry are also factors as is too 
| violent exercise, such as horseback 
riding. 


There are many minor things 


blamed for the birth of a baby be- 
fore its time. Some of them I con- 
sider actual causes and some 
I 


don't. 
The season of the year is 


supposed by some to encourage pre- 
maturity; the sex of the child is 
another supposed factor as is her- 
edity, They may have something to 
do with it, but we should have more 
proof. I believe that if the mother 
Is healthy and follows her doctor's 
orders, there is little likelihood of 
a premature .delivery.

Premirr PrOH.^4-'uini*MMwTIbe*— 
government issued a mo­ 
mentous declaration of policy 
today, calling for "firm estab­ 
lishment of world peace," soli­ 
darity in the Far East, increased 
defensive establishments and in­ 
ternal Japanese "renovation.” 
In a lengthy statement detailing 
new' "fundamental 
national poli- 
, cies,” the government asserted that 
historic changes are about to occur 
in the world and that new types of 
government, economy and culture 
are about to be created. 
The government’s declaration was 
the result of recent conferences be­ 
tween the Konoye cabinet and J a ­ 
p an s imperial military headquarters 
it said: 
"Historic Tunning Point" 
“The world stands at a great, his­ 
toric turning point and is about 
to witness creation oi new form of 
government, economy and culture 
• • . 
Japan, too, is confronted with a 
great trial such as has never before 
been experienced in her history. 
"To carry out to the full our n a­ 
tional policy, ’ the statem ent con­ 
tinued, "it is urgently necessary to 
grasp the inevitable trends of world 
history and to strive for perfection 
in the state structure for national 
defense." 
Chief points in the government’s 
program were described as: 
“First, firm establishment of world 
peace 
. 
and construction of a 
new order in greater East Asia, hav­ 


ing 
its 
foundation 
in 
solidarity 
among 
Japan, 
Manchukuo 
and 
China. 
Adequate Armaments 
"Second, armaments adequate for 
execution of national policies, which 
include settlement of the China 
affair and advancement of Japans 
national fortune by taking a clear­ 
sighted view of drastic changes in 
the international situation. 
"Third, complete renovation of 
Japanese domestic administration." 
Commenting 
on 
this sweeping 
program, which evidently is based 
on world changes anticipated by 
Japan as a result of the European 
war. Konoye sqid his government 
wiil cooperate closely with the J a ­ 
panese high command. 
Foreign Minister Yosuke Matsu- 
oka added: 
"Japan’s mission is to proclaim 
and demonstrate kodo’ «the Japa­ 
nese om ^ption of life in its various 
*pfTeresi 
the world . . . 
“This amounts to*cabling all na­ 
tions and races to find their proper 
place in the world. 
"We should be resolved to sur­ 
mount all obstacles and, in concert 
with those friendly powers which are

Increase In State

ing the impetus provided by the war 
and national defense program, in­ 
dustrial employment in Pennsylva­ 
nia has shown a sharp increase in 
the past year while payrolls' have 
advanced even more rapidly, it was 
disclosed today. 
The state department of labor and 
Industry revealed th at from June i 
1939 to June 1940 there has been a J 
five per cent increase in employ­ 
ment, indicating that approximate­ 
ly 126.310 additional workers have! 
been employed during the past year , 
by Pennsylvania industries. 
The increase in industrial payrolls | 
was especially gratifying to James j 
administration officials, for an in­ 
crease of 12 I per cent or approxi- j 
mately $6.586.635 in the annual in­ 
dustrial wage income was noted. 
Statisticians of the departm ent* 
of labor and industry set the num - I 
ber of workers employed in June by 
Pennsylvania industries at 2,526.200, 
a one per cent increase ov^r the 
preceding m onth. 
Weekly payrolls 
available for 2,167 800 workers rose 
2.8 per cent over May to a total of 
$54.435.000, 
M anufacturing 
industries 
as 
a 
whole showed greater improvement 
in both m onth-to-m onth and year- 
to-year comparisons than did non- 
m anufacturing 
concerns. 
Factory 
employment gained and only two 
m ator groups, textiles and chem ­ 
icals, showed decreased employment. 
B last furnaces, steel works and roll­ 
ing mills and structural iron and 
steel showed gains in excess of five 
per cent over the preceding m onth. 


Payrolls also showed substantial in­ 
creases in these industries. 
In non-m anufacturing industries, 
the picture was not quite as bright, 
but improvements were noted.

though the num ber of anthracite 
m iners dropped 3.9 per cent from 
May to a total of 83.900. weekly pay­ 
rolls rose 1.6 per cent, to more than 
two and one-half million dollars.

industry revealed that from June 
1939 
to'June 1040 there has been a 


five per cent increase in employ- 
ment, indicating thai approximate- 
ly 126.310 additional workers have 
been employed during the past year 
by Pennsylvania industries.

u-fis especially gratifying to James 
administration officials, for an in- 
crease of 12.1 per cent or approxi- 
mately $6,586.635 in the annual in- 
dustrial wage income was noted. 


Statisticians of the 
department 


of labor and industry set the num- 
ber of workers employed in June by 
Pennsylvania Industries at 2,526.200, 
a one per cent increase ov^r the 
preceding month. 
Weekly payrolls 


available for 2,167.800 workers rose 
2.8' per cent over May to a total of 
$51,435,000. 


Manufacturing 
industries 
as a 


whole .showed greater Improvement 
in both month-to-month and year- 
to-year comparisons than did non- 
inariufacturing 
concerns.

Finds Hundreds 


Of New Goldfish

Going past the fish pool in the 


rear oC his home on East Washing- 
ton street Tuesday afternoon, Dr. G. 
E Seal discovered thai there were 
hundreds of young ROldflsh, of dif- 
ferent colors, in the water among 
the water lily plants. 
Some of the young fish are almost 


two inches long, and of the calico 
fantail variety, and believed to tae 
the progeny of some beautiful fan- 
tall fish kept over the winter in the 
doctor's indoor aquariums and placed 
In the pool this spring. 
Although the 'pool has been built 


for about 12 years, this Ls the first 
time that young fish of this size has 
been seen in the pool. Formerly, a 
few times, small fish appeared but 
they did not live long. 
It is possible at this time that the 


water has the necessary living mat- 
ter in it for the propagation of the 
young fish, also the weather has 
been favorable, 
The young fish by Instinct have 


kept hidden among the water plants 
from the maws o.f the large fish 
within the pool. The doctor expects
